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Scope and Sequence: 

The Design and Structure of a Curriculum

Following nearly two years of 
intensive work and study by The 
North Shore Country Day School 
faculty, the School's first known 
complete description of the 
curriculum has been put to paper. 
The hours in preparation were 
immeasurable; the dedication to 
task by the faculty was admirable; 
the challenge was Herculean and 
the result printed on 8 1/2” X 11" 
computer paper weighs four 
pounds one and one half ounces 
(including the rubber band)! 

The North Shore Country Day 
School has been known for many 
generations for its academics, fine 
faculty and attention to affective 
learning. The School motto is: 
"Live and Serve." In the belief that 
serving can happen best when the 
"servers" are well prepared and 
equipped intellectually, the School 
has always paid close attention to 
academic preparation. And yet, as 
best we can determine, the 
curriculum had never been 
examined, discipline by discipline, 
from beginning to end, junior 
kindergarten through 
grade twelve. 


By way of the scoping and 
sequencing of the curriculum, each 
discipline has spelled out what is 
accomplished when and by what 
process. The math department, for 


example, has spelled out in linear 
fashion just what happens in math, 
in what order, year by year from 
beginning to end. Any change in 
curriculum must be evaluated by 
the Curriculum Committee to be 
sure the change is positive and fits 
with the scope (breadth) and 
sequence (progression) of the 
discipline. This process also 
prevents duplication and the 
causing of gaps in the curriculum 
brought about by any changes, a 
sort of insurance policy against 
unseen glitches or errors 
of omission. 

On the next page is an example of 
math scoping and sequencing. It 
describes what and how math is 
taught in the junior kindergarten. 
This is only for math and only for 
the four-year-old children. Similar 
scoping and sequencing occurs for 
all else that goes on in junior 
kindergarten and for every subject 
throughout the School. 

This School now enjoys an even 
clearer picture of where we are 
going and what we are attempting 
academically because of the 
commitment of the faculty to this 
long needed project. The whole 
School family owes each of them 
appreciation and a resounding 
"hurrah" for a task very 
ably completed.

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News from The Hall Library 


Checking In and 
Checking Out 

May provided several highlights of 
the Library year — a Paperback 
Book Fair, an exhibit on postcards 
drawn from the postcard collection 
given to the Library by John (Bud) 
Mordock '22, two slide lectures by 
Bill Hinchliff '64 sponsored by the 
Friends of the Library (the first 
on postcard views of Chicago 
circa 1910, using the Mordock 
collection; the second on the 
architectural history of the NSCDS 
campus) and a visit by Virginia 
Deane'41. The last item deserves 
special attention, because Ginnie 
Deane is no ordinary visitor. Not 
only was she a long-time and 
beloved NSCDS faculty member 
(1946-1969), but she has been 
Chairman of Friends of the Library 
since its inception in 1986. 

Ginnie's visit was short but action- 
packed. It included long 
conversations with Library 
Program Director Julie Hall and 
Director of Development Nancy 
Emrich to plan the Friends of the 
Library activities for next year, 
attendance at the NSCDS 
architectural history lecture 
followed by a reception in Ginnie's 
honor, and various lunches and 


get-togethers with friends, 
classmates and former students. 

Her well-timed visit gave Ginnie a 
chance to see two stalwarts of the 
Library before their departure in 
June. Marie Lundquist, 
librarian, is retiring, while Julie 
Hall has decided to seek new 
teaching challenges in Chicago, 
after fifteen years at the School. 

When Marie Lundquist came to 
North Shore in 1974, Watergate 
was in the news and the library 
resource center was up on the 
fourth floor of Dunlap Hall. "State 
of the art" the place was not, as 
many alums will readily attest. 

The big barn of a space was hot, 
dull and ineffective for the Lower 
and Middle Schools. But Marie 
and her crew went to ingenious 
lengths to make it work and to 
bring the School's library 
technology into the late 20th- 
century. As a result of Marie's 
continuous prodding, the 
computer has played an 
ever greater role in the 
Library, culminating in the 
computerization of circulation 
this past year. Above all, she 
played a key part in the design of 
the new Library and in bringing it 
"on line." 


Julie Hall also played a critical role 
in the creation of the new Library, 
with the matching gift she and her 
husband Parker made for teachers' 
salaries and the Library. Beyond 
this essential ingredient, it was the 
vision and determination of Julie 
and then-headmaster Richard Hall, 
in whose honor the Library is 
named, which gave the facility the 
shape and function it has today. 
The Library is a study and research 
place for the whole school, from 
the lowest to the highest grade, 
designed to be as stimulating and 
inviting as possible. As Program 
Director of the Library since 1987, 
she has gotten great pleasure from 
seeing this vision become a reality. 
It's easy to forget that Julie has 
held a number of other jobs in her 
years with the School. These have 
included 5th, 6th, 7th, 8th and 12th 
grade teacher, Head of Middle 
School, Director of Curriculum 
Development and Academic Dean. 
It is clear she has thoroughly 
explored possibilities at NSCDS 
over the years, and this accounts 
for her decision to try something 
new. Also, she feels that the needs 
of Chicago kids have never been 
greater and that, at this moment, 
opportunities are opening to make 
a difference. She is interested in 
plans for alternative programs.

Jean and Will Talley 


The numbers on Jean and Will 
Talley are certainly impressive — 
a combined total of 80 years of 
devoted service to The North 
Shore Country Day School, 50 
years for Jean alone — but it isn't 
numbers or records that spring to 
mind when we think of them; it is 
images and memories. We see 
Jean opening the switchboard each 
morning without fail, or getting 
another good idea for an event 
or party and making it happen, 
or diplomatically soothing 
somebody's ruffled feathers. We 
recall Will talking about a nifty 
physics experiment with the 
enthusiasm of a kid, or giving a 
quiet word of encouragement to a 
student or a colleague, or deftly 
calming the seas at a turbulent 
faculty meeting. We think, in

short, of two people who gave 
much of their lives to the School. 
Will may have summed it up best 
in a statement for a Harvard 
reunion history: "I must say that 
our combined time is pretty well 
taken up with school work. I 
hardly need add that we both 
enjoy it so much that numerous 
pastures on the other side of the 
proverbial fence have not, at least 
thus far, looked greener." 

On these pages we offer an album 
of recollections and photographs 
in an attempt to tell "The Talley 
Story." The photographs come 
from old yearbooks and the School 
archives, as well as from the 
Harvard Class Album of 1929. The 
recollections come from a wide 
range of the Talleys' friends, 
including colleagues, students. 


parents and neighbors. As Mac 
McCarty, Athletic Director 
Emeritus, recently said, "It's time 
for the NSCDS family to celebrate 
the lives of Jean and Will Talley." 
But first a quick history. 

Jean appeared on the scene first, 
in 1939. She was a very young 
woman, just out of New Trier 
High School, hired by Perry 
Dunlap Smith to work in the 
School's office. (Of course, she 
was Jean Kastrup then, and would 
be for the next nine years.) Mr. 
Smith quickly found out that he 
had acquired a dynamo. The first 
mention of Jean we could find in a 
yearbook was the following brief 
but prophetic acknowledgment in 
the 1945 Mirror: "We, the 1945 
staff, want to thank Miss Kastrup 
and all the others who have helped 
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A Celebration 


to make this Mirror become an 
actuality." Countless Mirror and 
other staffs over the next forty 
years would echo this 
acknowledgment. Indeed, 
probably no person in the history 
of the School helped turn more 
good ideas and plans into 
actualities than Jean Kastrup 
Talley. Though her official titles 
were Registrar, Executive Director 
of the Alumni Association and 
Advisor to the Woman's Board, 
she had a very beneficial hand in 
almost everything connected with 
the running of the School. Her 
legendary memory for names, 
her command of detail, her 
organizational genius, her 
unfailing imperturbability and 
optimism — all these qualities 
served Jean well in her daily quest 
to keep NSCDS smoothly sailing 
on course. 

Rumor has it that, when Will 
Talley joined the NSCDS faculty in 
1943, Perry Dunlap Smith 
predicted that his new science and 
math teacher would soon be 
married to Jean Kastrup, the 
young office dynamo. Rumor also 
has it that Smith worked very hard 
to make this happen. Whatever 
PDS's role may have been, five 
years later — in 1948 — the 
marriage occurred. Yet another 
rumor (the last, we promise) tells 
us that the actual proposal had 
come from Jean who reportedly 
said to Will one day, "There's a 
nice house on Foxdale. Let's get 
married!" Which they did. Less 
than ten years later they moved to 
the house on Forest, right across 
the street from the Lower School. 
The rest, of course, is NSCDS 
history. And NSCDS geography 
too, when one recalls Talley's 


Entrance and Talley's Alley (a 
narrow path running by the south 
side of their house and connecting 
Forest and Ridge).

Will had graduated from Harvard 
(along with his twin brother, Sam) 
in 1929, intending to be a teacher. 
Before coming to The North Shore 
Country Day School, however, 
Will's career would take him to 
Berlin, New York, where he 
became the principal of a 
consolidated rural school, then to 
Boston, Massachusetts and 
Providence, Rhode Island as a 
math/science teacher. Perhaps it 
was as President of the Rhode 
Island Mathematics Teachers 
Association in the early 1940s that 
he came to the attention of Perry 
Dunlap Smith. In any case. Will 
Talley knew that in Smith he had 
found an exceptional leader — 
"one of the foremost educators in 
the country," according to Will's 
Harvard reunion comments — and 
in North Shore he had found an 


exceptional school, to which he 
would devote the rest of a long 
and distinguished career. This 
career involved being head of the 
science department for many 
years. In the latter role, among 
many other accomplishments, he 
introduced into the NSCDS 
curriculum in the early 60s an 
experimental physics course that 
had been developed at MIT. He 
retired in 1972, having been 
honored in his twenty-nine year 
career with two yearbook 
dedications, one alone and one 
with Jean. The text of the 1950 
Mirror dedication makes the case 
for Will Talley eloquently: 

"For his wondrous patience, 
his unfailing interest in us and his 
quiet good humor, we, the class of 
1950, are proud to dedicate the 
yearbook to Mr. William W. 

Talley. We know that Mr. Talley's 
patience and interest will continue 
to be present in all his classes for 
many years to come."

One summer evening, I think in 
my freshman year, I was standing 
in our kitchen and the phone rang. 
It was Mr. Talley. I didn't have 
him as a teacher that year, but he 
had learned about my interest in 
earthquakes and he wanted to 
know if I would help him make a 
seismograph. Now here was the 
science teacher asking me for help! 
Unbelievable! This single phone 
call probably motivated me 
towards a love of science more 
than anything else in the 
classroom.. . 

Once Mr. Talley challenged me to 
explain in front of the whole class 
the cloud chamber I had made out 
of alcohol, dry ice and other 
household items. Another time, he 
let me help set up the ripple tank 
for a study of waves. From his 
encouragement, my confidence 
grew to the point that I was 
sometimes called "Mr. Science" by 
my classmates and I was proud of 
it. This positive feeling about 
science and math offset some very 
negative feelings and insecurities 
related to my studies in English 
and history.

Will was a most remarkable man. 
As a teacher his soft-spoken New 
England voice delivered the 
thoughts of a very liberal man who 
saw beyond behavior into the real 
person in front of him. I know of 
an incident where Will spoke up 
for a student whose defiance of 
another teacher nearly prevented 
the student's graduation. Will 
recognized that the student's 
defiance was based more on 
judgment and principle than on 
personality. Will saw through the 
student's developing sense of self 
to the real quality that underlay 
the rash defiance. A compromise 
was negotiated, penance paid and 
the graduation went forward.

Strangely enough, this caused the 
fur to fly. "Spring and Christmas 
have nothing in common"; "you're 
trying to confuse the issue"; "no, 
they're closely related"; "I'm not 
confusing. I'm clarifying"; and so 
forth. It began to look as though 
we had reached an impasse when 
Will quietly commented that he 
hadn't found it unusual for a piece 
written on deciduous trees to refer 
in passing to conifers. The room 
quieted, a number of us smiled, 
and we progressed... 

One glorious weekend we played 
host to a large crew of North Shore 
faculty, on hand to help with the 
home construction. After I found 
jobs for the earliest arrivals, I 
busied myself with putting up the 
last of the redwood siding. Will 
came up to me, asking if that 
wasn't a job he could do. I was 
delighted and turned the saw over 
to him. He looked at the board I 
had marked and asked me on 
which side of the line he should 
cut. Until that moment I hadn't 
thought it made any real 
difference. Not so Will. In his 
personal life, his teaching, and his 
home construction details were 
important; they made the end 
result accurate and pleasing, and 
in some cases possible.

The first year (1966) the module 
scheduling system was tried, 
Steven Ober who was teaching 
upper school math offered to help 
Jean Talley with the mathematical 
complexities of it all by 
introducing her to the computer.

Mrs. Talley remembered their 
feeding information into the 
computer and then — poof! — the 
works blew up. That was the end 
of computer aid for the sixties.

I first met Jean Talley in the fall of 
1963, when I was elected to The 
North Shore Country Day School 
Board of Directors. My initial 
assignment, at Nat French's 
request, was to form a small 
Administrative Services 
Committee in order to determine 
what each staff member was 
doing. I tried to get a job 
description out of everyone and 
was successful until I came to see 
Jean, whom I had saved for last.

To all of us who knew Jean and 
Will Talley, it is not a bit 
surprising to learn that after two 
lifetimes of giving to The North 
Shore Country Day School, they 
have chosen to keep giving to the 
School in their posterity. 

By making generous bequests to 
the School, Jean and Will Talley 
have established the Will and Jean 
Kastrup Talley Fund to be added 
to the endowment for scholarship 
purposes. Through the annual 
earnings on this endowment fund, 
several students each year will 
attend North Shore who might not 
have otherwise. 

Both Will through his teaching and 
Jean through her position as 
registrar were well aware that one 
of the strengths of an independent 
school is its ability to attract 
students from a variety of 
backgrounds and a variety of 
communities. Jean and Will had 
made it known that they especially 
hoped that children of alumni 
would benefit from scholarships 
when it was appropriate. Their 
foresight gives strength to these 
important school philosophies. 

So many families will silently 
thank the Talleys for the difference 
the Talley bequests made in 
their lives.

The Business of Development is an 
interesting one. Whenever I say 
that 1 am "Director of 
Development of The North Shore 
Country Day School" many 
people's eyes widen and they say 
"OOH! That's so hard — asking 
for money." If we have time to 
discuss it further, I explain that, 
no, more often I work with 
volunteers who ask for money. 
Together our first goal is to engage 
and involve people in the mission 
and activities of the School. 

People who are engaged and 
involved in the School have so 
much more than money to give — 
they give their time and interest 
and care — and, it's true, many do 
write checks!

The Woman's Board of The North 
Shore Country Day School is

Spotlight 

Herman Lackner '30 

Herman Lackner '30 is not the 
retiring type, in any sense of the 
term. At 79 his health is good and 
his North Shore architectural 
practice flourishes. Furthermore, 
in the spirit of his 1930 Mirror 
quotation — "They are lost who 
have not speech" (applied to him 
by an anonymous classmate) — he 
still says what he thinks. When 
not designing buildings or 
delivering himself of strong 
opinions, he stays busy attending 
weekly meetings of the Chicago 
Literary Club, traveling, reading 
and, on occasion, throwing big 
dinner parties for the NSCDS 
Senior Class (meaning, those 
alums who have passed their 50th 
reunion). He is, in short, 
a dynamo. 

When asked how far back his 
interest in architecture goes, 
Lackner answers, "I can't 
remember a time when I wasn't 
interested in it." His grandfather 
had hired the prominent North 
Shore architect, George Maher, to 
do two notable houses for the 
Lackner family in Kenilworth, 
while his father, who was a 
Chicago mortage banker, was 
always bringing architectural 
drawings home from work. 
Architects and architecture were in 
the air he breathed. Lackner, 
however, does recall one prophetic 
experience from his lower school 
years at North Shore. The sixth 
grade teacher, Miss Griffith, had 
assigned everyone in the class the 
project of starting an imaginary 
business. Herman and his pal, 

Carl Koch, formed an architectural

practice. Many years later both 
became real architects, Herman in 
Chicago and Carl in Boston. From 
another of Herman Lackner's 
experiences at North Shore, this 
time as art editor of the 1930 
Mirror, one could have predicted 
just what sort of an architect he 
would become. The blocky letters 
and white spaces of the 1930 
yearbook introduced NSCDS to a 
modern style of graphics. The 19th 
century was dead! 

Two years at Harvard, two more at 
the Armour Institute (later Illinois 
Institute of Technology or IIT) and 
a period of private tutoring with 
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Lackner artwork from 1930 Mirror 


the engineer Arthur Randall got 
Lackner past the difficult 
architectural licensing examination 
in the mid 1930s. With the 
Depression in full swing, jobs were 
scarce and pay was low. But it 
was also an exciting time to be a 
young Chicago architect with 
modernist leanings, for this reason: 
in 1938 Ludwig Mies van der 
Rohe, the great master of the spare 
glass-and-steel style, moved to 
Chicago (IIT) from Nazi Germany 
and began to change the face of 
world architecture. As a young 
draftsman at the firm of Holabird 
& Root, Herman Lackner worked 
on some of Mies's first famous 
buildings for IIT, and he will never 
forget it. Most memorable of all 
was the chance to attend a series of 
private classes with Mies at his 
downtown office in the Railway 
Exchange Building. "There were 
only four or five people. Mies 
assigned us small projects for each 
session which he then critiqued. It 
was thrilling!" 

In 1945 Lackner opened his own 
small firm, above Rapp's grocery 
store in downtown Winnetka. "I 
started out repairing people's 
porches and eventually worked up 
to remodellings, additions and 
then entire houses." Forty-five 
years later he is still "engaged in 
'operation frustration,' otherwise 
known as building houses" (to 
quote his own words in a late- 
1940s communication to the 
Alumni Office). Lackner's work 
can be seen up and down the 
North Shore, but most 
prominently in Winnetka. The 
three Winnetka houses he has 
done for himself over the years — 
on Foxdale, Westmoor and, most 
recently, on Cherry — illustrate his 
style well, along with the fact that 
he hasn't stopped growing as an 
architect. The shed roof of Foxdale 
gives way to the flat roof at 
Westmoor and then to the steeply- 
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Lackner house on Cherry 


pitched, glass-panelled roof on 
Cherry, the latter reflecting 
Lackner's interest in solar 
architecture. But one thing has 
been constant: his devotion to the 
modernist principles of Mies, in 
particular the refusal to quote from 
historical styles. The latter stance 
is not a popular one nowadays, but 
Herman Lackner doesn't care. 

Lackner's devotion to The North 
Shore Country Day School ranks 
with his devotion to modern 
architecture. Indeed, as the 
youngest of four children, all of 
whom attended NSCDS at one 
time or another, the School has 
been in his blood almost as long as 
architecture. He was an early 
president of the Alumni 
Association, and eleven years ago 
was the key planner in the first 
NSCDS 50th reunion. Currently 
he serves on the dynamic Senior 
Class Reunion Committee, now 
planning a trip down the 
Mississippi on the Mississippi 
Queen for next November. Finally, 
Herman Lackner has missed only a 
few Gilbert and Sullivan opera 
productions in the last forty years 
or so. "I go each time thinking 
they can't possibly do it as well as 
we did it, but they always do! 

Well, almost always." WBH

Bain Murray '45 


Bain Murray '45 

Question: What is the connection 
between a March 1,1991 world- 
premiere in Cleveland of the opera 
Mary Stuart: A Queen Betrayed, 
attended by many of that city's 
cultural movers and shakers, and 
the 1945 production of The Pirates 
of Penzance at The North Shore 
Country Day School, attended by 
families of the performers and 
assorted classmates and friends? 
Answer: The Major General in the 
1945 Pirates became the 
distinguished composer of the 
1991 opera. His name is Bain 
Murray '45, and his life offers 
convincing proof of the way a 
memorable high school experience 
can help shape a career. 

Though his later teachers at 
Oberlin, Harvard and in Paris 
included some of the most notable 
names in 20th-century music — 
Aaron Copland, Walter Piston, 
Randall Thompson and Nadia 
Boulanger among them — Murray 
is quick to stress the key role that 
NSCDS music teacher Ramsay 
Duff played in his life. "Ramsay 
Duff was a remarkable musician," 
says Murray. "Because of him I 
ended up majoring in music at 
North Shore and deciding to go to 
Oberlin to continue with music, 
instead of going to Harvard to do 
history. At Oberlin I found that 
Duff's teaching had been so good I 
was able to test out of a number of 
required music courses. I viewed 
him as my mentor and my friend 
and kept in touch with him until 
his tragic, early death from a heart 
attack in 1949 during a dress 
rehearsal of Iolanthe ." 


For many years Murray has been a 
professor of music theory and 
composition at Cleveland State 
University. During these years he 
has produced a large body of 
music, including many choral and 
instrumental pieces as well as two 
operas. His music has been 
recorded for various labels, and he 
has won numerous awards and 
grants, including a Fulbright 
to Belgium. 

One of the most distinctive 
features of Murray's music is the 
frequency with which he turns to 
history and literature for 
inspiration. Mary Stuart certainly 
reveals this, but so do many earlier 
works both large and small. He 
has written songs to poems by 
William Butler Yeats, Emily 
Dickinson, Carl Sandburg and 
Robert Frost, while one of his most 
recent works is a song cycle based 
on the letters of a Vietnam 
War veteran. 


But there is no question that 
Murray's interest in history is most 
clearly seen in his operas, 
beginning with The Legend. A 1987 
work that dramatizes the collision 
of Indian and European cultures. 
The Legend uses an 18th-century 
Ojibway Indian story (as reworked 
by the novelist Janet Lewis) as its 
source. Lending further 
authenticity to the opera is the 
presence of rhythmic and other 
effects deriving from Indian music. 
These Indian influences, which 
appear in some of his other music 
as well, date from the summers he 
spent in the American West (1949 
and 1950) working on a project to 
record and notate American Indian 
music. The results of this project, 
including a recording of the 
spectacular Hopi Snake Dance 
(where men dance with live 
rattlesnakes in their mouths), 
eventually found their way to the 
Library of Congress. Some of 
these acetate disc recordings were

later issued as LPs through the 
Ethnic Folkways Society. 

With Mary Stuart: A Queen 
Betrayed , Murray (working with 
librettist Leonard Trawick) has 
once again turned to history for his 
material, this time to 16th-century 
Scotland and England. Murray 
makes no bones about where his 
sympathies lie in the 400-year-old 
dispute between the partisans of 
Catholic Mary and Protestant 
Elizabeth. Without denying the 
greatness and importance of 
Elizabeth, his opera portrays Mary 
as the tragic victim of Elizabeth's 
jealousy and fear. Not only does 
she have the last word in the opera 
(in an epilogue following her 
execution by beheading) but, 
according to Cleveland Plain-Dealer 
critic Robert Finn, she also gets the 
most memorable music. Finn, 
however, gives the entire 
composition high marks. "I found 
Murray's score continuously 
attractive and apposite," he wrote 
in his March 2 review. "It is an 


opera of power and dramatic 
impact." Echoing the assessment 
of the expert were the comments of 
Bain Murray's fellow NSCDS 
alum, Constance Wallace Caldwell 
'42, who makes a point of 
attending as many concerts of 
Murray's music as she can 
and who found the whole 
thing "wonderful." 

What's next for Bain Murray after 
Mary Stuart (and a very serious 
illness which left him so weak that 
at one point he had to dictate the 
scoring of Mary Stuart to his wife 
from a hospital bed)? A number of 
projects are keeping him busy, the 
grandest one being an opera based 
on the life of Eleanor of Aquitaine. 
"What a subject!" Murray 
marveled recently. "She was 
married to two kings and was the 
mother of two more. I can't wait 
to get to France!" In other words. 
The North Shore Country Day 
School's most famous composer 
is very much alive, well and 
still composing. WBH

"It can't be long before she appears 
in Chicago's Orchestra Hall," we

While chances 
should be a lot better for Wendy's 
National Symphony performance, 
those interested shouldn't wait too 
long. Call or write Orchestra Hall 
well in advance of the concert.

This is Part I of A Tale of Two 
Classmates, concerning two 
members of the Class of 1965 — 
Ellen Howe and Russ Hoyle — 
whose lives have been affected by 
the School in important ways. 

Their marriage has been the 
principal result, but there are also 
links between career paths and 
high school experiences and 
between memories of NSCDS and 
the choice of an independent 
school in New York City for their 
young son, Henry. (Part II, a 
spotlight on Russ Hoyle, appears 
on page 34.) 

Ellen Howe's North Shore Country 
Day School experience falls into 
two parts: the times Before and 
After Almquist. Before John 
Almquist came to teach art at 
NSCDS in 1963, Ellen saw herself 
as probably going on to study 
history in college. After she took 
Almquist's art elective course as a 


junior in 1963, however, the world 
began to look quite different. Then, 
after taking his art major course in 
her senior year, the career-die was 
cast: she would pursue some 
aspect of art. 

After doing undergraduate and 
graduate work in art at Smith and 
the State University of New York 
(Albany) respectively, Ellen taught 
for a few years at the Pine Cobble 
School in western Massachusetts. 
But it was while working as an 
artist on an archaeological dig in 
Western Turkey during one 
summer vacation that she realized 
"it was the objects I really loved, 
and not so much the teaching 
about them." She also became 
hooked on archaeology in general 
and decided that the ideal job 
would combine the interest she 
already had in art and history 
with her new-found interest in 
archaeology and in the materials 
and processes that go into the 
making of a work of art. In other 
words, she would become a 
conservator of art objects. 

So passionately did Ellen Howe 
want to become a conservator that 
she, a happy avoider of math and 
chemistry since high school, 
willingly underwent three years of 
study of these subjects, as well as a 
rigorous internship, in order to 
achieve her goal. Now, some 
twelve years later, ten of them 
as an "objects conservator" 
specializing in Pre-Columbian art 
at the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York, she has 
no regrets. 

Ellen's work has taken her into 
many fascinating investigations of 
the ancient art of the Americas, as 
well as of Africa and the Pacific 
islands. And, in a field where big 
money and big reputations are 
often at stake, this work has also 
occasionally involved trying to 


settle claims of questionable 
authenticity and dealing with 
eccentric characters. Probably the 
most eccentric character she has 
run into is a Mexican ceramicist 
who claims to be the maker of two 
life-size hollow clay figures that 
the art world has for years 
assumed to be genuine Classic 
Vera Cruz style pieces, meaning 
1400 years old! Ellen has taken 
two trips to Mexico to talk to this 
man, during which she essentially 
apprecticed herself to him to learn 
his techniques. She and her 
colleagues have also subjected the 
objects in question to numerous 
tests, including Carbon 14 analysis 
and thermoluminescence, which 
gives the date of the clay firing. 

But the mystery remains unsolved, 
in great part because the clay that 
was used is unusually hard to test. 
Her gut feeling? "No question that 
this guy is a faker, and I think 
these particular pieces are fakes. 
But I don't think he did them!" 

As intriguing as this Mexican 
caper has been, it is the privilige of 
working with beautiful — and for 
the most part authentic! — objects 
that makes the job so gratifying for 
Ellen. As we talked on the phone 
last May, she in her Met office and 
I at NSCDS, her voice conveyed 
the pleasure she took from gazing 
at a 6th-century gold ear-ornament 
that was being readied for the 
Met's Peruvian Gold exhibit, to 
open in 1992 as part of the 
celebration of the 500th Columbus 
anniversary. "It's from the Moche 
culture of the north coast of Peru, 
and it was probably worn by a 
male of the noble class. There is a 
turquoise inlay depicting a bird¬ 
headed runner — the Moche did 
not have the wheel or horses for 
transportation, so runners as 
messengers were extremely 
important. It's gorgeous, and 
you've really got to see it. I'll send 
you a picture!" WBH 
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Ames, and we've loved it after living in big 
cities. It's exceptionally friendly and a very 
simple life — free of all the hassles we were 
used to." Karin Wagenknecht Cox visited 
NSCDS on April 29, for the first time since 
her 25th reunion in 1984. She took a quick 
tour of the campus with Alumni 
Coordinator, Bill Hinchliff '64, and loved 
the new library! Russ Ahrens is still 
actively pursuing a career in advertising 
and marketing and has owned an ad 
agency for eight years.

As does his wife and classmate, 
Ellen Howe (spotlighted on page 
32, in Part I), Russ Hoyle views his 
North Shore years as "a great 
awakening." For Russ, however, 
the revelation focused on writing 
and literature, not on art. The 
experience of reading first-rate 
writers under the guidance of 
equally first-rate teachers was 
unforgettable and formative, as 
was the experience of writing 
essays for these people. "To give 
one small example," he said 
recently, "the habit I have of 
saying to myself as I work on an 
article, 'What can I do to make this 
piece even more interesting for my 
reader?' started in English classes 
at NSCDS and trying to stimulate 
Dick Lacey, Frank Wallace 
and others." 

Harvard certainly offered exciting 
writing opportunities — Russ was 


prose editor of Harvard's literary 
magazine in his junior year — and 
more great teachers, above all the 
poet Robert Fitzgerald. Perhaps 
his most memorable Harvard 
experience was writing a thesis, 
under Fitzgerald's direction, on the 
American novelist and film critic 
James Agee, whom Fitzgerald had 
known well. 

But the future, his own and the 
country's, looked very uncertain to 
Russ Hoyle in 1969, as it did to 
many others in that traumatic 
period. Like Ellen Howe, he tried 
teaching for a few years, in his case 
at some alternative schools in 
Hartford, Connecticut and 
Watertown, Massachusetts. He 
also began doing free-lance articles 
for the Boston Globe and some work 
for the Boston bureau of Time. 

Russ's breakthrough came in the 
mid 1970s, when he and fellow 
NSCDS alumnus, Tom Moore '64, 
also a young journalist, hit upon 
the idea of interviewing Fanny 
Fox, the paramour of powerful 
Congressman Wilbur Mills from 
Arkansas. The scandal that had 
erupted in Washington over the 
Mills-Fox relationship ultimately 
ended Mills' political career. 
Meanwhile, Fox was in Boston 
doing strip shows at the Pilgrim 
Theater in the so-called Combat 
Zone. The enterprising duo of 
Hoyle and Moore knocked on her 
dressing-room door at the Pilgrim 
one night (a star had been drawn 
in pencil on the door, Hoyle 
recalls), got the interview — and a 
scoop! For Tom Moore it meant an 
article in New Times. For Russ 
Hoyle it was his first Time by-line 
and the first step in a long career 
with the nation's largest 
newsmagazine. (Tom Moore, 
incidentally, would eventually join 
Russ at Time Inc., where he 
worked for many years as a senior 
writer with Fortune.) 


Over a nine-year stint at Time Russ 
moved from the position of 
associate editor to deputy foreign 
editor to, finally, senior editor in 
charge of science articles. In the 
latter capacity he edited some 
dozen cover stories on topics 
dealing with space, medicine, 
human behavior, the environment 
and more. So intriguing did he 
find the environmental subjects, 
however, that, in his last few years 
at Time, he spent much of his free 
time working on an idea for a 
magazine devoted exclusively to 
environmental issues. 

In September 1989, Russ left Time 
to give full attention to the 
environmental magazine idea. 
Market-research tests have 
resulted in some rethinking of the 
scope of this project and also 
attracted some partners. The plan 
now calls for publishing a 
monthly, national magazine on the 
environment and business aimed 
at top corporation, investment and 
government leaders. "The simple 
truth is," argues Russ, "that there 
will be no meaningful change 
unless business is involved in a 
very big way. We hope to further 
this change with our magazine." 
The magazine is to be called ECO; 
the first issue will come out, he 
hopes, late this year or early next. 

Before ending our conversation, I 
couldn't help asking Russ to name 
his favorite magazine. "That's 
easy," he shot back. "It's Chicago 
Enterprise," which just happens to 
be published by Hoyle's father-in- 
law, Larry Howe '38. "You can 
quote me!" WBH

News of Faculty 

In April, David Howe, NSCDS faculty 
member from 1947 to 1955, stopped in 
Lexington, MA to see his sister, who lives in 
the same apartment complex as Ginnie 
Deane '41. In May, Ginnie had dinner with 
former faculty member Vin Allison, his 
wife.

David H. Corkran, Jr. 
(1902-1990) and Marion 
Montgomery Corkran 
(1903-1991) 


variety of roles in his years at 
North Shore, including that of 
Assistant Headmaster and Dean of 
Boys in the early 1940s and Acting 
Headmaster during Perry Dunlap 
Smith's sabbatical year in 1935-36. 
After leaving NSCDS, he taught at 
Black Mountain College in North 
Carolina and at Roosevelt 
University in Chicago. In his later 
years he wrote several books on 
American Indians. 

David Corkran's profound impact 
on his students can be measured 
by the passion and admiration 
with which they still speak and 
write about him. The reminiscence 
by Charles Haas '31 in the Fall 
1990 Bulletin , for instance, gives 
special atention to Corkran who, in 
Haas's words, was one of "the 
most intelligent, skillful, intuitive 
and inspired teachers I had at The 
North Shore Country Day School 
... and a man who deeply affected 
my life." Two Mirror dedications 
(1931 and 1941) offer further proof 
of Corkran's impact. The 1931 
dedication reads: "In gratitude for 
the love of beautiful literature 
which he has given us through our 
English classes, and in sincere 
appreciation of the interest which 
he has taken in all phases of our 
school life." 


David Corkran, a major figure in 
the history of The North Shore 
Country Day School, died this past 
December in Portland, Oregon, at 
the age of 88, followed by the 
death of his wife, Marion (in May 
1991), also a former NSCDS 
faculty member. 

Corkran came to NSCDS in 1926, 
three years after graduating from 
Wesleyan University, and taught 
at the School until 1944. Though 
he is probably best remembered as 
a great teacher of both English and 
history, Corkran served in a 


David Corkran married Marion 
Montgomery of Winnetka in 1930. 
A graduate of New Trier High 
School and Wellesley College, Mrs. 
Cockran taught freshman math 
and coached field hockey at 
NSCDS between 1926-32. She was 
an avid outdoorswoman and 
athlete. In the 1920s she 
participated in an international 
field hockey tournament as part of 
an all-American team. She was 
also the first woman to climb the 
tallest mountain (Mt. Robson) in 
the Canadian Rockies. In later 
years she practiced real estate 
in Winnetka. 


David and Marion Cockran were 
predeceased by a daughter, 
Harriet, who attended NSCDS. 
They are survived by three sons — 
John '54, David '53 and Rob — 
and by seven grandchildren.
